South’s Answer to Gov. Blease. 


South Carolinan as an Enemy 
of His Country—Decent People 
Resent Insult Offered. 


(By A. P. Night Wire to the Times) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.— 
Brown Felder, Jr., of Georgia, 
delivered what he termed “The 
South’s answer to Gov. Blease/’ 
before the annual meeting today 
of the American Society on Juris¬ 
prudence. 

He characterized as “anarchy” 
the South Carolina Governor’s 
speech in favor of lynch law before 
the meeting of Governors at Rich¬ 
mond two weeks ago and attacked 
Gov. Blease as an “enemy of the 
South.” 

Senator Townsend of Michigan 
presided at the meeting and later 
praised Mr. Felder’s remarks. 

The Georgia Attorney-General 
said he came all the way to Wash¬ 
ington to make a complete reply 
on the part of the decent people 
of the South to the “insults of 
Gov. Blease.” He said the South 
did not stand for lynch law and 
the people of the country ought 
to know it. 


BRYAN’S FAITH IN WILSON 


Mr. Bryan said he would dis¬ 
cuss “Opportunity” in the Demo¬ 
cratic party. 

He said he “brought greetings 
from the West,” to Mr. Sulzer, 
who, he said, had aided to “cement 
Democracy into one progressive 
whole.” 

“I feel an interest in Mr. Sulzer’s 
achievement—a concern in his ad¬ 
ministration,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“because when I needed friends in 
the East he was not afraid to be

my friend. He showed himself 
willing to risk his seat in Congress— 
to risk all that he had in the future. 

“No man has entered the White 
House better equipped for the dis¬ 
charge of duties as President than 
Woodrow Wilson/’ Mr. Bryan 
continued. “He enters with cir¬ 
cumstances more favorable than 
any president at any time. Mr. 
Wilson has back of him a united 
Democratic party—that’s the 
crux—and he has also the good 
will of the entire Republican party, 
as a Democratic president has not 
had in fifty years. The Republi¬ 
cans have never before been uni¬ 
versally happy over a Democratic 
victory—the one half is happy 
because Mr. Wilson beat Mr. Taft 
the other half that he beat Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Bryan delcared “The time 
is ripe, the people are ready, the 
hour has come and the man is 
here.” 

“I have faith in Wilson,” he 
said, “because I believe we can 
draw the line on him.” 

A letter was read from Presi¬ 
dent-elect Wilson, who said he had 
the highest confidence in Mr. Sul¬ 
zer’s ability to administer the 
affairs of New York State to the 
satisfaction and benefit of every 
citizen of the State.

The Colored Independents hope 
for an era of good feeling under 
the Constitution with a gradual 
subsidence of racial antipathy on 
the part of the White South. 

We do not mean that this can 


be brought about quickly or sud¬ 
denly, but that the first step, that 
of the Colored North extending 
the olive branch, has been taken. 
President Wilson, as a southerner, 
will have a great opportunity to 
usher in a new era of justice. We 
believe he will attempt it and will 
succeed if he is aided by the Colored 
race, acting with reasonableness, 
patience and discreetness. Presi¬ 
dent Wilson, from the very fact 
of being a southerner will have an 
opportunity to be the second Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, the second and suc¬ 
cessful emancipator and we have 
faith that he will seize gladly this 
great opportunity.

could hardly do. There are; mil¬ 
lions of Southern white men who 
could give the Negro justice. They 
will not be coerced by a Northern 
Republican while "they may be led 
by a Southern Democrat. Now 
they have a chance. 

“Mr. Wilson has a chance to do 
for his country what no other 
president has had in a generation. 
The last Southern bom President 
the nation chose was Abraham Lin¬ 
coln who was born in Kentucky and 
elected from Illinois; he immortaliz¬ 
ed himself by giving physical free¬ 
dom to the Negro. After fifty 
years we have elected another 
Southerner, and as great an oppor¬ 
tunity awaits him as the immortal

PRAISES NEGRO SOLDIERS. 

Army Ofifcer Declares Them 
Better Behaved and More 
Amenable to Discipline than 
Whites. 


(Bv A P. Night Wire to The Times 
'SPOKANE, (Wash.) Dec. 
23 .—“I have served eleven years 
with Negro troops and eleven 
years with white troops. I have 
found the Negroes the better-be¬ 
haved, the more amenable to dis¬ 
cipline and more inclined to be 
interested in their work as soldiers. " 

This was the statement made 
today by Maj. E. J. Gose, com¬ 
manding two battalions of the 
Twenty-fifty Infantry, colored, at 
Ft- George Wright, when told 
that the elimination of colored 
troops from the army would be 
considered by a board of army 
officers. 

“I know that the sentiment 
against the colored troops is strong, 
even in the army,” continued Maj. 
Gose, “but I think it is not justi¬ 
fied. ’ There is no. doubt, however, 
that a certain amount of dissatis¬ 
faction is to be faced wherever 
colored troops are sent. 

“Although the colored soldiers 
re-enlist regularly and police 
records show that infractions of 


the law by colored enlisted men 
are few in number, and small 
in importance, I have no doubt 
that the movement to eliminate 
them from the service will receive 
strong support.” 

OFFICERS TO DISCUSS NEGRO 

Elimination From Army. 

(By A. P. Day Wire to the Times) 
WASHINGTON, DEC, 23.— 
The proposal to eliminate the 
Negro as an American soldier is 
a topic slated for consideration 
when the conference of the ranking 
officers of the army is held here 
January 8. Some officers favoring 
the plan are prepared to urge it 
on the ground that in the Philip¬ 
pines the natives are said to resent 
the appearance among them of 
the black troops and there are 
signs of dissatisfaction in Hawaii 
owing to the fact that the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, a Negro organiza¬ 
tion, has been added to the island 
army to form a permanent organiza¬ 
tion. Friends of the Negro are 
expected to make a strenuous 
fight in their behalf pointing to 
their splendid record in Cuba and 
the Philippines. 

WHITE PRESS STILL BOOST¬ 
ING JACK JOHNSON 


John J. Mitchell, president of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank; 
Homer A. Stillwell, former presi¬ 
dent of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, and others, gave 
vent to their indignation, the blacks 
rallied to the support of Johnson. 

W. G. Anderson, a Negro lawyer, 
says the Lincoln Social and Athletic 
Club will be organized within a 
few days and open headquarters 
at the Johnson villa. Cottages 
are to be built in the neighborhood 
to house club members. Ander¬ 
son, who holds an option on the 
homestead of Judson E. Sherman, 
the first white settler of Lake 
Geneva, now past 70 years old, 
did not deny he bought it for the 
Negro pugilist, a former client. 

“Jack’s going to live there,” 
Anderson said. Friends of the 
Negro pugilist said Johnson dreams 
of a French chateau with a group 
of retainers about him such as 
the club will afford.

WHITE MEN KILLING 
EACH OTHER ABOUT A NEGRO 
GIRL.

ASHBRUN, Ga., Dec. 10.—In 
a battle following the horsewhip¬ 
ping of C. R. Christmas, because 
of his infatuation for a Negroe 
girl, John Christmas was killed 
and his brother, James Christmas, 
and J. D. Ward were probably 
fatally wounded. Several others 
are reported to have been wounded. 

The battle occurred Saturday 
night at Kings Mills, a lumber 
town near here. 

C. R. Christmas had been warned 
to let the girl alone, but Friday 
night he visited her. He was 
captured by employees of 
the lumber plant, stripped and 
horsewhipped. His clothes were 
burned and he was forced to make 
his way home naked. 

His relatives and friends went 
to the lumber mill to seek revenge. 
The lumber mill employees then 
opened fire with automatic shot¬ 
guns.

Throughout the country there 
seems to be an awakening to the 
fact that the Negro is to be a hewer 
of wood and a drawer of water 
just so long as he is satisfied to 
be that. Positions above the 
menial class must come if they 
come at all, through co-operation 
among Negroes along commercial 
lines. The duty of patronizing 
race enterprises is being talked 
everywhere. And just here it is 
well to caution the Negro in business 
against the fallacy of trying to 
do business solely on his color. 
In order to get a share of even 
the Negro's business, he must 
adopt and use those methods— 
often inexpensive—which spell 
success for other business people.

NEGRO SOLDIERS MUST GO 


In spite of the splendid military 
record made by the Negro soldiers 
in the U. S. army, race prejudice 
has become so rampant that it 
has been practically decided to 
eliminate them from the army. 
This racial antipathy is due almost 
wholly to economic conditions. 
Rather than admit that the Negroes 
are superior in the things that go 
to make all around men, a false 
issue is raised. 

The comparison between white 
and colored soldiers, owing to the 
Negro soldiers’ superior amena¬ 
bility to army discipline is begin-r 


ning to be so favorable to the Negro, 
that a cowardly public sentiment 
has decided to eliminate the Negro 
soldiers and thus destroy the com¬ 
parison. 

Elsehwere in these columns will 
be found a statement by Maj. 
E. J. Gose who has served 22 years 
in the army divided equally be¬ 
tween white and colored soldiers 
which speaks for itself, and shows 
plainly why the demand for the 
elimination of Negro _ soldiers. 

This elimination of the Negro 
from the army is nothing new, 
it is a piece of cowardice that has 
been practiced upon the Negro 
soldier after every war in which 
the nation engaged; although the 
Negro displayed soldierly qualities 
unsurpassed in every engagement 
in which he took part. 

This is the only nation on earth 
that dismisses soldiers from its 
army because they are known to 
be superior to others of its own 
soldiers. If a business man should 
adopt the same policy he would 
be regarded as insane and would 
fail in business as soon as he came 
in competition with a competitor 
that pursued the opposite policy. 

Let the Negro-hating press and 
its deluded followers go on with 
their self degrading propoganda,. 
Let them eliminate the Negro 
from the army and send him back 
to industrial pursuits—the Negro 
can stand it. When the Negro 
again finds himself eliminated 
from the army he should stay out 
of it and leave the white men to 
do their own fighting. There will 
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be plenty of it for them to do, 
for this nation, owing to tis pros¬ 
criptive policy towards the darker 
races, is piling up wrath against 
a day of wrath.
